As  far  as  I  know,  this  pamphlet  is  the  only  compilation  of 
data  on  our  own  Day  family.  The  records  contained  were  no 
easy  matter  to  accumulate,  as  brief  as  they  might  appear  at 
a  slight  glance.  This  represents  several  years  or  more  of  hard 
work  and  research,  at  first  with  no  objects  in  view  except  my 
own  interest  and  curiosity.  As  one  fragment  after  another  in 
our  line  began  to  come  to  light  until  our  succession  was  in 
order,  I  decided  to  share  the  results  of  my  investigation  with 
you,  and  this  book  is  the  product  of  that  thought.  To  the  best 
of  my  knowledge  this  material  is  correct  and  has  been  proven 
so  by  others  far  more  experienced  in  genealogical  research 
than  I  am. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that,  for  centuries,  our  ancestors  have 
been  good  citizens,  living  their  lives  in  the  best  way  possible. 
But,  it  has  not  been  my  intention  to  encourage  ary  false  pride 
or  ostentation  in  the  deeds  of  our  ancestors.  Let  us  depend 
upon  our  own  merits  and  not  upon  those  of  our  forefathers. 

In  order  that  present-day  members  of  our  family  might 
know  their  relationship,  I  have  included  every  name  of  our 
group  whrch  I  could  procure,  thus  giving  a  'rather  complete 
picture  of  all  branches  down  to  the  present  time.  This,  in  it¬ 
self,  was  no  easy  task,  with  members  scattered  and  their 
addresses  unknown.  The  same  opportunity  has  been  gi\en:  all 
to  send  items  and  records  to  me  fo'r  this  list.  My  letters  asking 
for  our  later  generations  twere  met  with  such  encouragement 
and  willing  assistance  that  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation, 
again,  to  you  for  the  prompt  responses  which  have  made  this 
register  possible.  May  there  be  a  closer  bond  of  understanding, 
love,  and  sympathy  established  among  those  of  the  same 
blood.

Everyone  has  two-hundred  and  fifty-six  ancestors  in  eight 
generations. 

We  can  know  something  of  only  a  few  of  that  number,  usually. 
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FIRES  IN  CALVERT  COUNTY,  MARYLAND 

Tracing  of  our  lineage  would  have  been  a  simple  matter  had 
the  following  not  taken  place.  A  fire,  in  Prince  Frederick, 
Maryland,  which  originated  in  the  new  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  just  about  completed  and  intended  for  dedication 
within  a  few  days,  occurred  on  March  3,  1882.  A  high  wind 
was  blowing,  and  the  fire  spread  rapidly,  destroying  the  Court 
House  with  most  of  the  County  records,  the  large  hotel,  office 
buildings,  store  buildings,  and  dwellings,  leaving  only  two  old 
residences  in  the  north  end  and  two  very  small  dwellings  on 
the  west  outskirt.  In  the  burning  of  the  Court  House,  all  the 
old  records  of  colonial  times,  stored  in  the  attic  of  the  Court 
Ilousej  were  totally  destroyed.  Quite  a  large  number  of  later 
records  were  saved  from  that  fire,  but  having  no  Court 
House,  a  large  rectory  building  on  the  outskirts  of  the  village 
wtos  procured  and  all  records  were  taken  there.  The  following 
May  session  of  court  was  held  in  this  temporary  building. 
The  week  after,  it  also  burned,  arrd  with  it  went  all  the  re¬ 
cords  saved  from  the  first  fire.  This  second  fire  was  supposed 
to  have  been  incendiary,  the  purpose  being  to  destroy  record 
of  trial  ar/d  conviction  of  a  certain  person  for  whom  a  new 
trial  had  been  asked  and  upon  whom  a  new  hearing  was  to 
be  held.  After  the  destruction  of  the  'records  as  stated,  quite 
a  number  of  deeds  held  in  the  homes  by  owners  of  property 
were  again  filed  and  recorded.  These  so  recorded  covered  but 
a  very  small  part  of  the  real  estate.  There  was  another  un¬ 
fortunate  situation  brought  about  by  the  fire  and  failure  of 
officials  to  properly  perform  their  duties.  The  law  required 
the  Clerks  of  Court  to  make  abstracts  of  all  deeds  and  papers 
affecting  titles  to  real  estate  and  forward  them}  to  the 
State  Land  Office  for  record  there.  Had  this  been  done,  it 
would  have  obviated  much  confusion  occasioned  by  the  loss  of 
records  in  Prince  Frederick,  Maryland.  In  fact,  the  incumbent 
Clerk,  under  authority  of  a  special  act  passed  for  the  purpose, 
had  made  out  the  greater  part  of  the  omitted  abstracts  and 
was  still  engaged  in  the  woik  when  the  fire  occurred.  They 
were  also  destroyed. 
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OUR  DAY  LINEAGE 

Robert  Day,  who  was  the  first  member  of  our  line  known 
in  America,  as  far  back  as  I  can  determine,  died  about  1698, 
as  his  will  was  proved  March  18,1698.  He  was  born  probably 
about  1630  or  1640,  but  I  do  not  know  where  he  was  born.  He 
married  El’za  Simmons  who  was  the  daughter  of  Denr.tis  Sim_ 
mons.  This  Dennis  Simmons  was  the  son  of  James  Simmons 
and  his  wife  who  was  Eliza  Fry  before  her  marriage.  Their 
children,  who  were  the  second  generation  of  Day  in  America 
in  our  lirle,  were: 

1.  Robert  Day  11  (our  ancestor) 

2.  Thomas  Day 

3.  Daniel  Day 

4.  Mary  Day

Robert  Day  11,  son  of  Robert  Day  1  and  Eliza  Simmons  Day. 

married  Sarah - (her  last  name  cannot  be  determined 

by  me).  He  died  about  1721,  as  his  will  was  dated  April  14, 
1719,  and  was  proved  April,  1721.  Their  children,  who  were 
the  third  generation  of  Day  in  America  ini  our  line,  were: 

1.  Robert  Day  111  (our  ancestor) 

2.  William  Day 

3.  Daniel  Day 

4.  Richard  Day 

5.  Eliza  Day 

6.  Mary  Day 

7.  Sarah  Day 

Robert  Day  111,  son  of  Robert  Day  11  and  wife  named 
Sarah,  married  Rachel  Sedgwick.  Her  sister,  Rebecca  Sedg¬ 
wick,  married  William  Day,  brother  of  Robert  Day  111.  These 
two  Sedgwick  sisters  who  married  the  two  Day  brothers  were 
daughters  of  Joshua  Sedgwick,  a  planter  in  Calvert  County, 
Maryland,  and  his  wife,  Sarah  (family  name  before  her 
marriage  could  not  be  determined) .  This  Joshua  Sedgwick 
just  mentioned  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Sedgwick  and  his  wife, 
Eliza  (family  name  before  her  marriage  could  not  be  deter¬ 
mined).  The  Sedgwick  family  (also  spelled  Sedwick)  came  to 
America  from  Scotland  in  about  1649.  I  do  not  have  a  com¬ 
plete  list  of  the  children  of  Robert  Day  III  and  Rachel  Sedg¬ 
wick  Day,  therefore  I  shall  give  only  the  name  of  their  child 
who  was  our  ancestor,  this  being  the  fourth  generation  of 
Day  in  America  in  our  line: 

1.  Robert  Day  IV  (our  ancestor) 

Robert  Day  IV,  son  of  Robert  Day  III  and  Rachel  Sedgwick 

Day,  married  Miss - Eltonhead.  I  do  not  know  her  given 

name.  Their  three  children,  who  were  the  fifth  generation  of 
Day  in  America  ini  our  line,  were: 

1.  Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day  married  Miss  Martha  Cooke,  of 
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Howard  County,  Maryland.  He  was  the  Doctor  Day  who  was 
the  preceptor  of  his  brother's  four  sons  w'ho  became  Doctors 
of  Medicine.  These  four  brothers  finished  college  and  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  custom  of  that  time,  before  hospitals  were  in 
existence  in  which  they  might  server  as  internes,  studied 
under  Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day  to  get  practical  experience.  Dr. 
Benjamin  J.  Day  and  Martha  Cooke  Day  lived  in  Bladensburg, 
Maryland,  where  Dr.  Day  enjoyed  a  large  practice.  They  had 
only  one  child,  a  daughter,  named  Margaret  Rebecca  Day,  who 
married  Nicholas  Carroll  Stephen,  and  they  had  three  child¬ 
ren:  (1)  Benjamin  Day  Stephen*  who  married  Miss  Charlotte 
Marcel  Sues,  in  1876,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Marcello  Sues 
of  Geneva,  Switzerland,  and  he  met  her  while  traveling  in 
Swizerland.  They  had  a  daughter  named  Charlotte  Margaret 
Stephen  and  a  son  named  Frank  Marcel  Stephen.  (2)  Juliana 
Jenings  Brice  Stephen  married  Jules  Antoine  Dieudonne,  in 
•Brussels,  and  they  returned  to  America  and  lived  in  her 
parents’  old  home,  Bostwick,  and  there  were  four  or  five 
children  born  to  this  union.  Jules  Antoine  Dieudonne  just 
mentioned  was  French.  He  died  in  1914.  (3)  John  Stephen, 
still  living  in  1940,  married  and  had  two  daughters. 

2.  Nancy  Day,  only  daughter,  as  far  as  I  can  tell,  of  Robert 

Day  IV  and  wife,  who,  was  Miss - Eltonhead  before 

marriage,  was  born  August  23,  1793.  She  married  William 
Dawkins,  and  it  seems  that  he  died  in  the  early  years  of  their 
married  life,  but  she  was  a  good  manager  and  was  able  to 
carry  on.  This  is  the  aunt  who  reared  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Dav 
and  Dr.  William  B.  Day,  after  their  own  mother  died  in  1822 
when  they  were  aged  rline  and  five  years,  respectively.  This 
accounts  for  their  being  members  bf  the  Methodist  Church, 
as  Nancy  Day  Dawkins  was  a  member.  She  changed  from  the 
Episcopal  Church  to  the  Methodist  Church,  on  October  1,  1809. 
Prior  to  that  time,  all  members  of  our  direct  Day  line  were 
members  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  and  their  records  are  to  be 
found  on  the  Church  books  today.  Nancy  Day  Dawkins  died 
on  December  1,  1862,  and  was  buried  beside  her  husband  in 
the  Dawkins  burial  ground  in  Calvert  County.*  Maryland. 
Nancy  Day  Davkins  left  two  daughters.  One  was  named  Re¬ 
becca.  She  married  Dr.  John  Sedgwick,  who  was  born  in  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Their  daughter,  Miss  Sedgwick,  married  a  Mr.  Laveille, 
and  their  daughter  named  Nannie  Laveille,  married  a  Mr. 
Dorsey.  Nancy  Day  Dawkin’s  other  daughter  was  named 
Margaret,  and  she  married  a  Mr.  Wall.  Their  daughter,  Fanny 
Wall,  married  Judge  A.  C.  Wakely. 

3.  Robert  Joseph  Day,  son  of  Robert  Day  IV  and  Miss  — 
Eltonhead,  was  born  June  11,  1790.  This  is  our  ancestor.  You 
will  note  that  we  are  descendants  of  five  Robert  Days  in.  line. 
From  now  on,  ycu  will  have  to  pa.y  careful  attention  in  order 
to  (keep  your  direct  line  straight,  as  I  shall  deal  with  each  of 
the  children,  of  Robert  Joseph  Day,  separately,  after  1’sting 
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them.  Robert  Joseph  Day  married  Miss  Mary  Hance  on  April 
26,  1808.  She  was  born  on  December  27,  1786,  ar  id  died  Decem¬ 
ber  12,  1822.  Robert  Joseph  Day  married  Ann  Hance,  sister 
of  his  first  wsffe,  on  July  8,  1823,  each  of  them  being  thirty- 
three  years  of  age  at  that  time.  Robert  Joseph  Day,  who  was 
the  fifth  generation  of  Day  in  America  in  our  line,  d  ed  on  his 
fortieth  birthday,  on  June  11,  1830.  Arm  Hance  Day  died  in 
September,  1832.  The  children  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  by  his 
two  wives,  as  listed  below,  were  the  sixth  generation  of  Day 
in  America  in  our  line: 

1.  Margaret  Ann  Day,  daughter  of  Robert  Joseph  Day, 
by  his  wife  Mary  Hance  Day,  was  born  January  28,  1810,  and 
died  on  November  11,  1812. 

2.  Robert  Joseph  Day,  Jr.,  sor|  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  and 
Mary  Hance  Day,  was  born  October  2,  1811,  and  he  married 
Sarah  J.  Kent,  on  October  5,  1830.  It  seems  that  they  had  no 
sons.  Their  daughters  were : 

1.  Carrie  Day  married  a  Mr.  Cochran. 

2.  Mary  Da.y  married  a  Mr.  Dougherity,  and  they  had  a 
son  named  Lucien  D.  Dougherity  and  a  daughter  named  Carrie 
Dougherity  who  married  a  Eubanks. 

3.  Laura  Day  married  a  Mr.  Shenbrooks,  and  they  had  one 
son  named  Thomas  J.  Shenbrooks,  another  son  named  Leonard  \ 
Shenbrooks,  and  a  daughter  named  Laura  Shenbrooks  who  l 

married  a  Mr.  Lane.  _ 1

3.  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day,  son  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  ard 
Mary  Hance  Day,  was  born  June  9th,  1813,  and  he  died  on 
December  4,  1892.  He  is  the  progenitor  of  our  line  of  Days  in 
Louisiana.  He  was  married  three  times.  See  his  list  of  des¬ 
cendants. 

4.  Everett  Hance  Day,  son  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  arid  Mary 
Hance  Day,  was  born  on  October  9,  1815.  He  died  unmarried, 
during  early  manhood. 

5.  Dr.  William  Benjamin  Day,  son  of  Robert  Joseph  Day 
and  Mary  Hance  Day,  was  born  on  February  6,  1817.  and  he 
died  on  Avgust  29,  If 86.  He  married  Miss  (Emily  Walters. 
See  their  list  of  descendants. 

6.  John  Thomas  Day,  son  of  Robert,  Joseph  Day  and  Mary 
Harce  Day,  was  bom  on  August  12,  1818,  and  died  on  October 
9,  1822. 

7.  Joseph  H.  Day,  son  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  and  Mary 
Hance  Day,  was  born  on  September  28,  1820,  and  died  on 
November  10,  1816,  at  the  age  of  25  years,  1  month,  and  13 
days.  He  married  Miss  Margaret  Ireland,  a  sister  of  Dr.  James 
Gideon  Ireland.  They  had  only  one  child,  a  daughter,  named 
Marv  Drucilla  Day.  (Margaret  Ireland  Da.y,  widow  of  Joseph 
H.  Dav,  later  married  a  Mr.  Weems,  by  whom  she  had  a  son 
•named  James  Locke  Weems  who  married  Alice  Ireland).  Miss 
Mary  Drucilla  Day  married  Mr.  Richard  Humphreys.  I  do  not 
have,  at  present,  a  complete  1st  of  the  descendants  of  Mary 
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Drucilla  Day  Humphreys,  but  one  of  her  children,  a  son,  is 
Dr.  Gideon  I.  Humphreys,  who  is  President  of  High  Point 
College,  at  High  Point,  North  Carolina.  He  is  considered  an 
outstanding  executive  in  his  work  and  is  a  wonderful  plat¬ 
form  speaker.  High  Point  College  has  an  enrollment  of  more 
than  six-hundred  students*  This  enrollment  is  increasing 
year  by  year,  due  to  the  well-selected  faculty, *  modernly 
equipped  buildings,  a;rld  the  high  standards  of  the  school. 

8.  Dr.  Benjamin  John  Day,  son  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  and 
Mary  Hance  Day,  was  born  June  28,  1822,  and  died  June  29, 
1905,  at  Evansville,  Indiana.  He  never  married. 

9.  Dr.  Jobrl  Thomas  Day,  son  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  and 
Ann  Hance  Day,  was  born  May  21,  1828,  and  he  died  July  30, 
1893.  He  married  Miss  Elizabeth  Stanforth,  but  they  did  not 
have  any  children.  After  his  death,  his  widow  married  Mr. 
Thomas  Kinney.  She  was  born  in  1830  and  died  July  9,  1902. 
(She  was  buried  next  to  her  first  husband,  Dr.  Day.)  Dr.  John 
Thomas  Day  was  a  member  of  St,  Timothy’s  Episcopal 
Church,  at  Herndon,  Virginia,  in  which  Church  is  a  window 
to  his  memory.  He  was  buried  in  the  cemetery  about  a  mile 
north  of  Herndon,  Va.,  bv  the  side  of  the  road  leading  from 
Herndon  to  the  Leesburg  Pike,  close  to  the  fine  old  red  bridge 
over  Sugarland  Runt. 


Of  the  list  of  children  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  (by  his  two 
wives  who  were  Mary  and  Ann  Hance  before  marriage),  you 
will  see  that  seven  brothers  reached  manhood: 

1.  Margaret  Ann  Day,  d'ed  in  childhood. 

2.  Robert  Joseph  Day,  Jr.,  left  no  sons.  He  had  only 
daughters. 

3.  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day.  See  his  descendants,  as  listed 
later. 

4.  Everett  Hance  Day  died  in  early  manhood. 

5.  Dr.  William  Benjamin  Day,  See  his  descendants,  as 
listed  later. 

6.  John  Thomas  Day  died  in  childhood. 

7.  Joseph  H  .Day  died  at  age  of  25.  His  only  child  was  a 
daughter. 

8.  Dr.  Benjamin  John  Day,  of  Evansville,  Indiana,  never 
^marr'ed. 

9.  Dr.  John  Thomas  Day,  only  child  of  Robert  Joseph  Day 
by  his  second  wife  who  was  Miss  Ann  Hance  before 
marriage,  married,  but  he  left  no  children. 

After  finishing  college,  these  four  Day  brothers  who  were 
Doctors  of  Medicine  studied  further  umder  their  uncle.  Dr. 
Benjamin  J.  Day  (brother  of  their  father,  Robert  Joseph 
Day),  at  Bladensburg,  Maryland. 

DESCENDANTS  OF  DR.  RICHARD  HANCE  DAY 

Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day,  sor,  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  and 
Mary  Hance  Day,  was  born  in  Calvert  County,  Maryland,  on 
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June  9,  1813.  He  was  the  sixth  generation  of  Day  in  America 
in  our  line  to  be  of  Calvert  County,  Maryland.  He  died  in 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  on  December  4,  1892,  and  was  buried 
in  Magnolia  Cemetery.  Dr.  Day  was  married  three  times.  I 
shall  deal  with  the  descendants  of  each  marriage  in  the  order 
of  the  time  at  which  each  marriage  occurred. 

Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day  was  first  married  on  November  8, 
1832,  in  Bladensburg,  Maryland,  which  is  in  Prince  George’s 
County,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Miller.  At  the  time  of  his  marriage 
he  was  studying  under  his  uncle  and  pregceptor,  Dr.  Benjamin 
J.  Day,  of  Bladensburg,  Maryland.  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day 
arid  wife  remained  in  Bladensburg  until  1837.  They  lived  in 
Illinois  and  in  Arkansas  for  a  time.  Finally,  in  1846,  they 
located  in  St.  Mary  Parish,  near  Patterson.  Her$  Elizabeth 
Miller  Day  died  on  December  2,  1848.  Their  children  were: 

1.  John  Wesley  Day,  son  of  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day  and 
Elizabeth  Miller  Day,  was  born  April  7,  1834,  and  died 
May  3,  1835,  in  Maryland. 

2.  Mary  Catherine  Day,  daughter  of  Dr.  Richard  Hance 
Day  and  Elizabeth  Miller  Day,  was  born  October  21, 
1835,  and  died  August  21,  1836,  in  Maryland. 

3.  Richard  Durbin  Day,  son  of  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day  and 
Elizabeth  Miller  Day,  was  born  December  8th,  1836, 
in  Maryland,  and  d’ed  November^  7,  1869,  in  Baton 
Rouge,  Louisiana.  Richard  Durbin  Day  married  Miss 
Florida  C.  Elam,  who  was  born  February  11,  1843,  and 
died  June  15,  1874.  They  had  three  children  who  died  in 
early  childhood,  (Edward  Durbin  Day,  born!  Dec.  2, 
1861,  died  Feb.  26,  1863;  Lillie  Elam  Day,  born  March 
29,  1863,  died  June  23,  1865;  and  ap,  infant  son,  un¬ 
named,  who  was  born  and  died  on  April  5,  1866)  ,  there¬ 
fore  there  are  no  living  descendants  of  this  union. 

4.  Robert  Phillip  Dav,  son  of  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day  and 
Elizabeth  Miller  Day,  was  born  March  10,  1839,  and 
died  January  15,  1840. 

•  5.  James  William  Day,  son  of  Dr.  R'chard  Hance  Day  and 
Elizabeth  Miller  Day,  was  born  February  8,  1841,  and 
died  April  10,  1857,  at  Baton  Rouge,  La. 

6.  Elizabeth  Anri  Day,  daughter  of  Dr.  Richardj  Hance 
Day  and  Elizabeth  Miller  Day,  was  born  October  10, 
1842,  and  died  April  2*  1873.  She  was  buried  in 
Magnolia  Cemetery.  She  was  twice  married.  Her  first 
husband  was  John  Taylor.  They  had  one  child: 

1.  John  Colberston  Taylor,  Jr.,  son  of  John  Taylor  and 
Elizabeth  Ann  Day  Taylor,  was  born  at  Scotts  Bluff, 
Louisiana  (now  Scotlandville,  La.,)  on  July  21,  1864, 
and  died  March  17,  1918.

“Day,  Richard  Hance,  of  Baton*  Rouge*  Louisiana,  was 
born  June  9,  1813,  in  Calvert  County,  Maryland,  and  died 
December  4,  1892.  His  father,  Robert  J.  Day,  and  his  mother, 
Mary  Hance,  were  both  of  English  descent  and  of  New 
England  parentage.  His  medical  education  began  in  early 
life;  his  preceptor  was  Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day,  of  Bladensburg, 
Maryland.  He  graduated  from  the  Washington  Medical  College 
of  Baltimore  in  March,  1832.  In  May,  1837,  he  emigrated  to 
Illinois  and  located  in  Mount  Carmel,  Wabash  County,  and 
soon  entered  into  a  large  practice,  embracing  obstetrics  and 
surgery.  In  1843,  he  moved  to  Batesville,  Arkansas,  where 
he  remained  till  1846,  doing  a  full  practice,  but  on  account  of 
continued  bad  health,  had  to  seek  a  more  southern!  latitude. 
In  1846,  he  settled  in  Patterson,  St.  Mary  Parish,  Louisiana. 
Here  he  rapidly  regained  his  health  and  soon  succeeded  in 
getting  a  large  practice  and  many  warm-hearted  friends.  In 
1851  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature,  serving  two 
terms.  In  January,  1854,  he  located  in  Baton  Rouge,  the 
capital  of  the  State,  where  he  remained  until  his  death,  and 
did  a  large  practice,  enjoying  the  respect  and  esteem  of  his 
fellow-men,  and  the  full  confidence  and  respect  of  the  entire 
profession.  In  1868,  he  was  State  Senator  for  the  Parish  of 
East  Baton  Rouge.  Dr.  Day  was  always  a  hard  student,  a 
close  observer,  and  a  laborious  worker  in  his  profession,  and 
contributed  largely  to  its  literature.  Mary  of  his  contributions 
have  been  warmly  and  favorably  noticed  by  thej  medical 
press,  and  by  men  distinguished  in  the  profession  for  learn¬ 
ing  and  ability.  Among  them  the  lamented  Prof.  S.  D.  Gross, 
Prof.  Joseph  Jones,  of  Tulane  University,  Louisiana;  Prof.  J. 
McF.  Gaston,  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and  Prof.  George  Harley, 
M.  D.,  F.  R.  S.,  of  London,  England.  Dr.  Day  was  a  permanent 
member  of  the  American  Medical  Association  and  ex-president 
of  the  Louisiana  State  Medical  Society.  In  1889,  he  was  elect¬ 
ed  on  the  medical  staff  of  the  New  Orleans  Polyclinic  as  In¬ 
structor  of  Diseases  of  Children,  resigning  after  one  term; 
and  in  1887  was  awarded  an  honorary  diploma,  unsought,  by 
the  Louisville  Medical  College  in  appreciation  of  his  contri¬ 
butions  to  the  literature  of  medical  science..  Dr.  Day  was 
thrice  married.  His  first  wife  was  M  ss  Elizabeth  Miller,  of 
Bladensburg,  Maryland,  whom  he  married  December,  1832 
(note:  it  should  be  November,  1832)  ;  his  second  wife  was 
Miss  Lavinia  Elam,  of  Baton  Rouge,.,  Louisiana,  whom  he 
married  May,  1853,  and  his  third  wife,  who  survived  him,  was 
M  ss  Celestine  P.  Rentrop,  of  St.  Mary  Parish,  Louisiana, 
whom  he  married  in  October,  1868.“

....  “Dr.  Matas  paid  tribute  next  to  Dr.  Richard  Hajr.ice  Day, 
president  of  the  Louisiana  State*  Medical  Society,  in  1884, 
who  was  born  in  Maryland,  in  1813,  more  than  a  hundred 
years  ago,  and  who  died  in  Baton  Rouge,  in  1892.  Beginning 
his  practice  im  Illinois,  he  soon  sought  the  milder  climate  of 
Louisiana.  He  settled  first  in  Patterson  and  in  addit  on  to 
following  his  profession,  represented  St.  Mary  Parish  for  two 
terms  in  the  state  legislature.  He  moved  permanently  to 
Baton  Rouge  in  1854,  and,  in  1868,  was  elected  state  senator 
from  this  parish.  Dr.Matas  related  that  he  filled  the  chair  of 
Diseases  for  Children  in  the  New  Orleans  Polyclinic,  in  1889. 
He  was  one  of  the  vice-presidents  of  the  section  of  Public  and 
International  Hygiene  of  the  Ninth  Iir.iternational  Congress, 
a  member  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  and  the 
American  Public  Health  Association.  In  1887,  Dr.  Matas  re¬ 
lated,  he  was  awarded  an  honorary  diploma  by  the  Louisville 
Medical  College^  in  appreciation  of  his  contribution  to  the 
literature  of  medical  sciefr.ee. 

In  giving  a  more  personal  glimpse  of  Dr.  Day,  Dr.  Matas 
read  the  following  excerpt,  appearing  in  a  biographical 
sketch  written  by  his  fellow  citizen,  Dr.  J.  W.  Dupree,  and 
appearing  in  the  New  Orleans  Medical  and  Surgical  Journal, 
of  1893:  ‘As  a  physician  he  was  wise,  cautious  and  con¬ 
servative.  His  professional  success  was  founded  on  the  solid 
basis  of  intellectual  ability  rather  than  on  aggressive*  self 
assertion,  social  qualifications  or  accidental  associations.  His 
forte  was  in  painstaking  attention  to  details  in  diagnosis  and 
to  minute  in  treatment.  His  rare  tact,  judgment  and  skill 
in  handling  the  most  formidable  of  our  epidemic  fevers, 
yellow  fever,  so  clearly  set  forth  in  a  paper  before  the  Louis¬ 
iana  State  Medical  Society  placed  his  name  high  in  the  list 
of  authorities.’^ 


Our  First  Day  Ancestor  in  Maryland 

Robert  Day,  of  St.  Leonard’s  Creek,  Patuxent  River,  Cal¬ 
vert  County,  Maryland,  is  mentioned  as  early  as  1689,  in  the 
Archives  of  Maryland,  he  being  a  cosignatory  to  an  address 
from  the  Protestants  of  Calvert  County,  to  H‘s  Majestv,  the 
King  of  England.  His  home  plantation  was  “Felton.”  (Note: 
1  his  is  the  Robert  Day  who  married  Miss  Eliza  Simmons, 
daughter  of  Dennis  Simmons,  who  was  the  son  of  James  Sim¬ 
mons  by  his  wife  who  was  Eliza  Fry  before  marriage.) 


Washington  Medical  College  in  Baltimore 

Dr.  R'chard  Har.ce  Day  graduated  from  Washington  Medi¬ 
cal  College,  Baltimore,  in  1832.  It  was  quite  an  institution  in 
its  time.  If  you  can  find,  in  some  library,  a  volume  entitled, 
“A  History  of  Education  in  Maryland,”  by  Bernard  C.  Steiner, 
published  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education,  about  1896,  you

will  find  an  interesting  entry  about  it.  This  school  flourished 
for  some  years,  and  the  old  building  became  one  of  the  original 
buildings  which  is  now  the-  Church  Horn**  and  Infirmary 
Hospital  in  Baltimore.  The  Washington  Medical  College  was 
a  project  sponsored  by  the  Washington  College  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  which  has  since  become  one  of  the  units  of  Washington 
and  Jefferson  College.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  it  was  in 
this  Hospital  just  mentioned  that  Edgar  Allen  Pee  died,  in 
1849.

Dear  Mrs.  Cole: 

Your  letter  of  recent  datQ  inquiring  about  your  great- 
grandparents  at  hand  a<nd  will  give  you  the  information  I 
have  been  able  to  get  about  them.  I  have  no  regular  church 
records  going  back  of  about  1885,  but  fortunately  I  have  some 
records  of  class  meetings  and  quarterly  conferences  in  the 
early  forties.  Your  great-grandfather  was  a  class  leader  back 
in  those  days,  and  in  the  record  of  the  class  meeting,  or  rather 
the  meeting  of  class  leaders,  “Tuesday  evening*  21st  of 
January,  1840,”  the  following  notation:  “Bro.  Day  from  G.  C. 
Turner’s  class  was  appointed  leader  of  the  Female  Class.” 
Later  on  he  served  as  sec.  pro.  tern,  for  meetings  of  June  2 
and  June  9,  1840  The  secretary's  book  evidently  has  his  own 
handwriting,  and  the  minutes  are  signed  “Richard  H.  Day, 
Sec.  Pro.  Tern.”  His  name  appears  occasionally  in  the  minutes, 
but  not  after  1842,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain.  He 
was  appointed  recording  steward,  October  30,  1841,  and  was 
released  from  this  office  on  January  11,  1842.  He  was  also  an 
exhorter  for  a  time,  and  the  minutes  for  the  quarterly  con¬ 
ference  on  June  22,  1842,  states  h's  character  was  examined 
and  passed  and  he  was  not  relicensed  at  his  own  request. 
Evidently,  he  did  not  care  to  longer  exort.  He  served  at  times 
on  various  important  committees,  one  on  September  24,  1842, 
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on  committee  to  ascertain  the  travelling  and  table  expenses 
of  the  resident^  pastor.  I  wish  the  committee  had  left  an 
itemized  account  so  that  I  might  compare  expenses  in  this 
year,  1938,  with  those  of  almost  a  hundred  years  ago.  I  can¬ 
not  find  just  when  his  relationship  with  the  church  here  ceased, 
but  evidently  he  was  a  valuable  member  of  this  church  which 
has  a  history  reaching  back  to  about  1818.  Your  great-grand¬ 
mother's  name  appears  once  or  twice.  Women-  were  not  so 
prominent  in  church  work  in  those  days  as  now.  There  is  this 
record  of  a  leaders'  meeting,  December  1,  1840:  “Sister  Eliza¬ 
beth  Day  was  transferred  from  the  Female  Class  to  Bro. 
Turner's  class." 

So,  you  have  evidence  that  your  great-grandparents  were 
members  in  good  standing  back  in  the  early  forties,  but  as 
to  the  other  records  I  have  -rone,  I  am  sorry  to  say.  This  has 
been  a  pleasure  to  look  into  the  matter,  and  I  have  found  out 
some  interesting  facts  about  church  life  of  long  ago.  For 
example,  a  committee  at  one  time  was  appointed  to  cut  and 
haul  wood  for  the  preacher  in  charge.  Your  great-grandfather 
may  have  had  a  hand  in  the  matter.  I  do  not  know. 

Wishing  you  success  in-  your  further  investigation,  and

Further  record  of  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day  and  Elizabeth 
Miller  Day,  in  Wabash  County,  Illinois,  has  not  been,  found, 
due  to  a  fire  which  destroyed  the  county  records,  in  1857. 


Elizabeth  Miller  Day 

Elizabeth  Miller  Day,  first  wife  of  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day, 
died  in  St.  Mary  Parish,  near  Patterson,  Louisiana,  on  Decem¬ 
ber  2,  1848.  She  was  buried  in  the  private  burial-ground, 
situated  on  the  hill,  of  the  Rentrop  Plantation.  During  the 
Civil  War,  when  the  Yankees  took  charge  of  that  place,  they 
ordered  that  all  graves  be  removed  from  the  hill.*  In  g  'eat 
haste  most  of  the  bodies  were  dug  up  and  reburied  in  a  clump 
of  Oaks  and  Magnolias  about  two  miles  away  from  the 
original  burial  site.  This  latter  location  is  still  the  Rentrop 
burial-ground,  today.  The  only  known  tombs  left  on  the  hill  of 
the  Rentrop  Plantation  are  those  of  Volsin  Rentrop  and 
Henrietta  C.  Knight  Rentrop,  the  parents  of  Dr.  Richard 
Hance  Day's  third  w.fe.  Since  there  are  no  markers  on-  the 
graves,  nobody  knows  whether  Elizabeth  Miller  Day's  grave 
is  to  be  found,  today,  on  the  original  hill  site  or  among  the 
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clump  of  Oaks  and  Magnolias.  After  the  Rentrops  lost  their 
plantation  during  the  Civil  War,  they  moved  to  the  “Wilton 
Place.”  Mr.  John  Pharr,  of  Berwick,  La.,  now  lives  on  the 
original  Rentrop  Plantation.  The  interesting  old  Rentrop 
home  on  the  Plantation  was  destroyed  by  fire  some  years  ago. 

Note:  Elizabeth  Miller  Day  and  Henrietta  C.  Knight  Rentrop 
(the  mother  of  Celestine  P.  Rentrop,  who  became  Dr.  Richard 
Hance  Day’s  third  wife)  were  dear  friends  after  the  Days 
settled  in  St.  Mary  Parish,  Louisiana,  in  1846.  Tho  I  cannot 
give  you  anything  explicit,  yet,  along  this  line,  I  have  gather¬ 
ed,  from  tradition,  that  oldex*  members  in  the  families  of 
Elizabeth  Miller  Day  and  Henrietta  C.  Knight  Rentrop  were 
close  friends,  elsewhere,  before  Elizabeth  Miller  Day  settled 
in  Louisiana. 

I  am  working  on  the  Miller  history,  and  when  I  have  com¬ 
pleted  it,  I  shall  be  glad  to  share  it  with  any  member  of  my 
group  who  is  interested.

WILTON  DAY 
(From  Newspaper  Clipp’ng) 

Death  of  Well  Known  Native  of  Baton  Rouge  in  Colorado. 

A  telegram  was  received  in  the  city  last  night  by  R.  B.  Day, 
conveying  the  sad  intelligence  of  the  death  of  his  brother, 
Wilton  R.  Day,  at  Bayfield,  Colorado,  where  Mi\  Dny  has 
been  for  the  past  several  years  managing  a  large;  lumber 
interest  of  that  state. 

The  news  of  the  death  of  Wilton  Day  will  be  received  with 
sadness  throughout  the  city.  He  was  born  in  Baton  Rouge, 
March  29,  1870,  and  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  at  the 
Louisiana  State  University,  from  which  he  graduated.  After 
leaving  the  University  he  was  connected  until  1891  with  the 
Burton  Lumber  Company  of  this  city,  and  severed  his  con¬ 
nection  with  that  firm  to  go  to  Texas,  where  he  was  engaged 
in  the  lumber  business.  From  Texas  he  went  to  Bayfield, 
Colorado,  continuing  all  the  while  to  raises  higher  in  his 
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chosen  business.  He  was  married  while  in  Texas,  and  leaves 
in  Colorado  a  wife  and  baby. 

He  leaves  behind  in  Baton  Rouge  two  brothers,  W.  0.  Da.y 
and  R.  B.  Day.  His  other  near  relatives  are  his  half  brothers 
and  sisters,  B.  A.  Day,  Mrs.  Merritt,  and  Mrs.  Gibbens,  of 
Eaton  Rouge;  Mrs.  Dr.  Deslattes  of  New  Orleans;  and  Mrs. 
Ducote  of  Cottonport. 

The  interment  will  take  place  in  Bayfield,  Colorado. 

COLONEL  PHILEMON  THOMAS 

Miss  Mary  Frank  Allen  and  Miss  Jennie  Allen,  sisters,  who 
were  the  first  and  second  wives  of  Benjamin  David  Allison* 
Day,  were  direct  descendants  of  Colonel  Philemon  Thomas, 
whose  grave  is  to  be  seen  in  the  National  Cemetery,  on  Du- 
frocq  Street,  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  tho  it  was  originally 
in  the  old  American  Cemetery  contiguous  to  the  garrison. 
One  must  pause  and  read  history  to  realize  the  important  part 
Colonel  Philemon  Thomas  played  in  the  making  of  our  state 
and  country. 

During  the  American  Revolution,  Spain  declared  war  on 
England,  thus  giving  the  Spanish  Governor  of  New  Orleans, 
Don  Bernardo  Galvez,  the  opportunity  to  march  north  and 
capture  Baton  Rouge  and  other  posts  held  by  England.  The 
“First  Battle  of  Baton  Rouge”  occurred  on  September  23, 
1779,  and  the  Spamsh  flag  was  raised  over  the  town.  When 
the  American  Revolution  was  over,  Spain  regained  East  and 
West  Florida  which  had  been  British  possessions  for  twenty 
years.  Spain  was  now  able  to  claim  the  whole  coast  of  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico  including  Florida  on  the  east  and  Mexico  on 
the  west.  In  1800  Louisiana^  was  retroceded  secretely  to 
France  by  Spain.  In  1803  when  the  United  States  purchased 
Lousiana  from  Napoleon,  Spain  claimed  that  West  Florida,  in 
which  Baton  Rouge  was  located,  was  not  included  in  the 
purchase,  while  the  United  States,  altho  not  forcing  its  claim, 
maintained  that  it  was.  Several  times  during  the  next  few 
years  the  English-speaking  settlers  in  the  region  between 
the  Mississippi  and  the  Pearl  rivers,  disappointed  because 
West  Florida  had  not  been  included;  in  the  Louisiana  pur¬ 
chase,  tried  unsuccessfully  to  throw  off  the  Spanish  rule.  In 
1810  Colonel  Philemon  Thomas  accomplished  this  aim,  which 
ended  Spanish  interests  completely.  He  commanded  a  band  of 
intrepid  adventurers  and  flat-boatmen  and  boldly  attacked 
the  delapidated  Spanish  garrison  at  Baton  Rouge,  command¬ 
ed  by  Lieutenant  Grandpre,  who  was  killed  in  the  combat.  It 
was  a  complete  victory  for  Colonel  Philemon  Thomas  and  his 
followers,  and  the  flag  of  the  West  Florida  Republic  was  then 
unfurled.  When  the  leaders  of  this  adventure  offered  terms 
of  annexation  to  the  United  States,  President  Madison  issued 
a  proclamation  declaring  that  the  United  States  had  always 
considered  the  territory  as  having  been  acquired  when  the 
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Louisiana  Purchase  had  been  made.  This  was  what  the  people 
wanted  to  hear.  Louisiana  was  admitted  into  the  Union  in 
1812,  and  from  this  time  on,  the  history  of  Baton  Rouge  is 
one  with  the  history  of  Louisiana. 


LAVINIA  SEGNORA  ELAM  DAY 

Lavin’a  Segnora  Elam  Day,  second  wife  of  Dr,  Richard 
Hance  Day,  was  the  daughter  of  Judge  James  Mason  Elam, 
who  was  born  in  Nottoway  County,  Virginia,  on  January  30, 
1796,  and  died  on  November  8,  1856.  Her  mother,  who  was 
Miss  Rebecca  Chambers  before  her  marriage  to  James  Mason 
Elam  on  November  26,  1820,  was  born  on  September  14,  1803, 
in  Sumter  District,  South  Carolina,  and  died  on  August  3, 
1858. 

The  records  of  Nottoway  County,  Virginia,  prior  1865, 
were  destroyed  by  the  Yankees  during  the  Civil  War.  For 
information  regarding  this  section  of  the  country,  read: 
"Notes  on  South  Side  Virginia,”  by  Judge  Walter  Watson, 
and  "Old  Homes  and  Families  in  Nottoway,”  by  W.  R.  Turner.

JOSEPH  FORREST  GIBBENS 

Tht  following  article  is  found  in  "Biographical  and  Histori¬ 
cal  Memoirs  of  Louisiana,”  Volume  2.  A  copy  of  this  book  is 
in  the  Library  at  Southwestern  Louisiana  Institute,  Lafayette, 
Louisiana. 

"J.  Forrest  Gibbens,  proprietor  of  the  'Elm  Grove’  planta¬ 
tion,  East  Baton  Rouge  Parish,  Louisiana,  was  born  in  the 
state  of  Kentucky  in  1828.  His  youth  was  spent  in  Missouri, 
where  he  attended  a  private  school,  receiving  an  ordinary 
education.  His  father  was  a  farmer  by  occupation,  and  he  was 
trained  to  the  same  calling  which  he  has  followed  through 
life.  He  remained  under  the  parental  roof  until  he  was  nine¬ 
teen  years  of  age  and  then  removed  to  Louisiana,  where  he 
had  since  made  his  home.  He  was  married  in  1867  to.  Miss 
Day,  of  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  a  daughter  of  Dr.  Day  of  the  same 
c.ty.  Nine  children  were  born  of  this  union — five  sons  and 
four  daughters.  ‘Elm  Grove  plantation  contains  261  acres 
and  is  in  a  good  state  of  cultivation.  The  principal  crops  are 
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cotton  and  sugar  cane,  and  there  is  a  sugar-house  o-ni  the 
place  which  is  used  exclusively  by  Mr.  Gibbens.  During  the 
late  Civil  War  he  had  charge  of  the  sugar  plantation  belong¬ 
ing  to  Dr.  Williams,  which  was  situated  two  and  a  half  miles 
below  Baton  Rouge.  In  this  work  he  gained  a  great  deal  of 
experience  that  has  been  much  value  in  his  owir.i  operations 
in  the  culture  of  sugar  cane.  Mr.  Gibbens  is  a  member  of  the 
Masonic  fraternity.  In  all  his  business  relations  he  has  shown 
himself  a  man  of  honor  and  unusual  ability.  The  f.rst  salary 
he  received  was  thirty  dollars  a  month,  and  the  last  was 
three  thousand  dollars  a  year.  The  interests  of  his  employer 
were  always  his  own,  a  merit  which  did  not  remain  un¬ 
recognized.  Thomas  Gibbens,  thes  father  of  J.  Forrest 
Gibbens,  was  a  native  of  the  state  of  Maryland." 

Note:  the  site  on  which  the  new  Louisiana  State  University 
now  stands  was  Dr.  Williams’s  plantation,  the  place  J.  Forrest 
Gibbens  had  in  charge  during  the  Civil  War.  This  was  first 
called  to  my  attention,  when  I  was  a  student  at  L.S.U.,  by  the 
late  President  Thomas  W.  Atkinson,  who  knew  our  Grand¬ 
father  Gibbens. 

THOMAS  GIBBENS  AND  NANCY  JANE  FARLEY 

Our  Grandfather,  Joseph  Forrest  Gibbens,  was  the  son  of 
Thomas  Gibbens  and  Nancy  Jane  Farley  Gibbens.  Besides 
our  Grandfather,  Joseph  Forrest  Gibbens,  there  were  the 
following  children:  Anthony  Gibbens,  Miss  Frances  Gibbens 
who  married  a  Mr.  Allender,  and  James  Harvey  Gibbens  who 
married  Miss  Virginia  Cage.  If  there  were  any  others,  I  do 
not  know  their  .names. 

I  do  not  have  the  names  of  Thomas  Gibbens’s  parents,  so 
far,  but  I  do  know  that  his  father  came  to  this  country  from 
Wales  and  that  he  died  when  Thomas  Gibbens  was  quite 
young.  As  a  result,  Thomas  Gibbens  was  reared  by  a  German 
family  whose  name  I  do  not  know.  He  left  them  when  he  was 
in  early  manhood  and  finally  went  to  Kentucky  where  he 
married  Miss  Nancy  Jane  Farley.  Later  on  in  their  married 
life  they  moved  to  Missouri. 

I  do  not  have  the  names  of  Nancy  Jane  Farley’s  parents, 
so  far,  but  I  know  that  her  parents  were  married  in  Virginia. 
In  later  years  they  were  moving  to  Kentucky,  and  Nancy  Jane 
Farley’s  father  d  ed  on  the  way.  They  settled  in  Kentucky, 
as  planned,  and  there  Nancy  Jane  Farley's  mother  met  and 
married  a  Mr.  Butler  who  had  been  a  Major  in  the  American. 
Revolution.  This  Major  Butler’s  son,  by  a  former  marriage, 
married  Nancy  Jane  Farley’s  sister  who  was  named  Jane  Far¬ 
ley.  Besides  Nancy  Jane  Farley  and  Jane  Farley,  just  mention¬ 
ed,  there  were  the  following  children:  Joe  Farley,  Peter  Farley, 
Martha  Farley,  and  Polly  Farley.  If  there  were  any  others  ir.< 
the  Farley  family  besides  the  six  children  listed,  I  have  not 
been  able  to  find  their  names.

Dr.  William  Benjamin  Day,  son  of  Robert  Joseph  Day  and 
Mary  Hance  Day,  was  born  in  Calvert  County,  Maryland,  on 
February  6,  1817.  He  was  the  sixth  generation  of  Day  in 
America  in  our  line  to  be  of  Calvert  County,  Maryland.  He 
died  on  August  29,  1886,  and  was  buried  in  the  private  burial- 
plot  on  his  farm.  He  settled  in  Virginia,  in  which  state  he 
died.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Dranesvdle  Methodist  Church. 
Hie  was  married  only  once.  His  wife  was  Miss  Emily  Walters 
before  her  marriage.  There  were  ten  children  born  to  this 
union,  some  of  whom  died  in  childhood.

Notes  on  Dr.  William  B.  Day 

Dr.  William  B.  Day  had  very  blue  eyes,  which  closed  so 
tightly  when  he  laughed  that  one  could  hardly  sec  them  at  all. 
This  is  a  characteristic  of  later  members  in  the  various  Day 
lines  of  our  group. 


Dr.  William  B.  Day  was  a  very  large  man,  his  weight  being 
about  275  pounds. 


Dr.  William  B.  Day  served  in  the  Civil  War,  during  which 
time  he  was  taken  prisoner.  He  received  his  appointment  to 
service  on  Sept.  10,  1862,  to  the  position  of  Contract  Physician 
with  Cobbs  Georgia  Legion,  with  the  work  and  pay,  of  the 
appointment  contract,  by  the  order  of  Major  Gene  al  J.  E.  B. 
Staurt,  with  T.  Eliason,  Surgeon,  of  the  Cavalry  Division. 
After  being  held  prisoner  for  about  six  months  in  the  old 
Capitol  prison,  his  release  was  managed  by  the  exchange  of 
two  Union  soldiers  for  him.  (For  a  long  time  before  the  Civil 
War,  there  were  two  large,  wooden,  ball-shaped  ornaments  on 
the  gate  posts  of  his  yard.  When  the  Yankees  saw  these,  the 
report  was  started  that  these  two  wooden  balls  contained  the 
skulls  of  two  Union  soldiers,  which  of  course  was  ridiculous.) 
Luckily,  his  home  was  not  burned  during  the  war.  After  the 
war  he  and  his  family  returned  to  it,  and  in  time  his  yard  was 
beautifully  laid  out  by  a  French  landscape  gardener  who  was 
passing  thru  Virginia,  and  this  plan  was  kept  in  perfect  con¬ 
dition  until  Dr.  William  B.  Day’s  death,  after  which  time  the 
place  was  sold.  The  man  who  purchased  the  place  sold  box 
bushes  and  an  old  walnut  tree,  from  the  yard,  for  which  he 
received  twenty-four  hundred  dollars.  Dr.  Day  was  an  ardent 
“Southerner,”  yet  during  the  later  years  of  his  life,  he  became 
a  Republican,  which  showed  he  had  a  will  of  his  own  regarding 
politics. 


Once,  when  the  four  Day  brothers,  who  were  Doctors,  visit¬ 
ed  their  parents’  graves  in  the  Day  burial  plo^  in  Calvert 
County,  Dr.  William  B.  Day  cut  a  piece  of  wood  from  one  of 
the  trees  over  his  parents’  resting  place  and  from  this  wood 
he  carved  himself  a  walking  stick. 
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From  The  Sunday  Star,  Washington,  D.  C.,  July  28,  1918: 

“ - On  the  right  hand  of  this  long  and  hard  old  road 

where  it  crosses  Church  Hill  are  two  houses  which  interested 
the  Rambler  and  which  he  believes  will  awaken  memories  in 
many  of  the  people  of  Virginia  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
The  first  house  sits  back  in  a  formal  garden,  if  that  means  a 
garden  laid  out  in  geometrical  design,  with  many  angles,  but 
if  by  formal  garden  is  meant  one  which  is  stiff  and  severe  in¬ 
stead  of  graceful  and  beautiful,  then  it  is  not  a  formal  garden 
in  which  this  old  house  sits.  The  walks  are  bordered  with  box 
bushes  of  thick  and  luxuriant  growth,  and  two  tall,  tapering 
and  symmetrical  spruce  trees  stand  like  gigantic  sentinels  be¬ 
fore  it.  A  wide  deep  porch,  with  a  very  pleasant  look  from 
the  hot  old  road,  reaches  across  the  front  of  the  house. 
Forrest  Cockerille  and  his  family  live  there.  Long  years  ago 
it  was  the  home  of  Dr.  William  B.  Day.” 

“ - The  next  house  along  the  road  going  west,  and 

on  the  same  side  as  that  with  the  box  hedges,  in  the 
garden,  is  now  the  home  of  E.  L.  Bates.  It  was  the  home  of 
Dr.  John  T.  Day.  These  men  were  among  the  best  known  and 
the  best  beloved  physicians  in  the  country  adjacent  to  Wash¬ 
ington.  Dr.  William  Day’s  practice  generally  lay  east  of 
Dranesville  as  far  as  Langley,  Chain  Bridge,  Lewinsville,  and 
Tysons  Crossroads,  while  Dr.  John  T.  Day  ministered  to 
aching  humanity  throughout  the  country  west  and  south  of 
Dranesville  (Virginia).  He  was  especially  well  known  in  Lees¬ 
burg  and  Herndon.  Dr.  John  Day  was  a  member  of  St. 
Timothy’s  Episcopal  Church,  at  Herndon,  Va.  ,  in  which 
Church  is  a  window  to  his  memory.  He  sleeps  in  the  cemetery 
about  a  mile  north  of  Herndon,  by  the  side  of  the  road  lead¬ 
ing  from  that  fair  village  to  the  Leesville  pike,  close  to  that 
fine  old  red  stone  bridge  over  Sugarland  run.” 

From  The  Sunday  Star,  Washington,  D.  C.,  July  28,  1918. 

“ - Drs.  John  and  William  Day  were  men  of  fine 

character.  They  were  Virginian  in  their  sentiments  during 
the  Civil  War,  and  the  Rambler,  browsing  among  moldy  re¬ 
cords,  came  upon  the  following  report,  made  in  November, 

1861,  by  Col.  George  D.  Bayard: - “I  arrested  six  of  the 

citizens  of  Dranesville  who  are  known  to  be  secessionists  of 
the  bitterest  stamp.  The  names  of  the  citizens  taken  are  as 
follows:  John  T.  Day,  M.D.;  W.  B.  Day,  M.D.;  John  T.D.  Bell; 
C.  W.  Coleman;  J.  B.  Farr;  and  R.  H,  Gannell  (Gunnell)  of 
Great  Falls.” 

“The  Drs.  Day  and  many  others  of  the  people  of  this  part 
of  Virginia  were  prisoners  in  the  old  Capitol  on  1st  street. 
East  Capitol  Street  and  Maryland  Avenue,  just  east  of  the 

Capitol - A  great  number  of  Washingtonians  and  near 

Washingtonians  were  locked  up  in  the  old  Capitol  prison.  They 
were  usually  known  as  ‘state  prisoners,’  in  contradistinction 

to  ‘prisoners  of  war.” - “No  obloquy  can  attach  to  a  man 

or  woman  now  for  having  been  a  ‘state  prisoner’  there. 
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Physicians,  Clergymen,  Lawyers,  and  Merchants  of  high 
standing  were  ‘guests’  there.” 

Something  Of  The  Name  and  Family  Of  Day: 

It  is  said  that  the  surname  DAY  was  of  Norman  origin  and 
that  its  first  form  was  De  Haie.  If  this-  is  true,  then  it  is 
probable  that  the  name  entered  England  at  the  time  of  the 
Norman  Conquest  (106'6  A.D.)  when  so  many  of  the  followers 
of  William  The  Conqueror  settled  in  England. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  was  handed  down  by  tradition  that  the 
family  of  Day  originally  came  from  Wales.  This  tradition  is 
undoubtedly  correct.  In  a  book  of  Heraldry,  containing  the 
arms  of  William  Day,  B.  D.,  Provost  of  Eton  College  and  Dean 
of  Windsor,  confirmed  by  William  Flower,  Norroy,  on  the  21st 
of  October,  1582,  in  the  twenty-fourth  year  of  the  reign  of 
Queen  Elizabeth,  he  is  said  to  be  “descended  from  the  Dees 
of  Wales,  viz.  being  younger  son  of  Richard  Day,  who  was  the 
son  of  Nicholas  Day,  the  son  of  John  Dee*  (called  by  the 
English,  Daye).  He  was  the  son  of  Morgan  Dee,  younger 
brother  to  Richard  Dee,  Welshman.” 

Dee,  signifying,  it  is  said,  dark  or  dingy,  is  the  name  of  a 
small  river  in  Wales,  and  was  probably  applied  to  some 
ancestor  of  the  family,  dwelling  upon  its  banks,  in  order  to 
distinguish  him  from  others — just  as  Wickliffe  took  his  name 
from  the  village  in  which  he  was  born — and  in  time,  the  word 
Dee  came  to  be  written,  according  to  its  apparent  sound,  Daye 
or  Day.  This  name,  moreover,  still  prevails  in  Wales,  and  is 
there  pronounced  as  in  England  and  this  country. 


One  of  the  first  of  the  family  in  England  of  whom  there  is 
definite  record  was  John  Day,  printer  for  Queen  Mary.  He 
died  in  1584,  leaving  twenty-six  children  to  carry  on  the 
name. 


In  the  seventeenth  century,  about  1650,  another  John  Day, 
believed  to  have  been  of  Kent  County,  settled  at  Englesbatch 
within  the  manor  of  Englescombe.  He  was  the  owner  of  large 
landed  estates  in  that  vicinity  and  was  succeeded  by  a  long 
line  of  Johns  and  Thomases. 


Still  a  third  John  Day  became  famous  as  a  dramatist  about 
1600,  and  at  a  later  date  a  Thomas  Day  also  achieved  fame  as 
a  writer  in  England. 

Robert  Day,  first  of  Cambridge,  Mass,  (was  then  Newton, 
Mass.),  then  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  arrived  in  1634  in  the  barque 
“Elizabeth.”  With  him  came  his  wife,  Mary,  who  died  soon 
after  his  arrival.  Later,  he  married  Editha  Stebbins.  Children 
of  this  marriage  were:  Thomas  Day  (ancestor  of  the  Spring- 
field  branch),  John  Day  (ancestor  of  the  Hartford  branch), 
Sarah  Day,  and  Mary  Day.  A  pamphlet  published  in  1818,  by 
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George  E.  Day,  printed)  by  J.  &  L.  Metcalf,  Northampton, 
entitled  “A  Genealogical  Register  of  the  Descendants  in  the 
Male  Line  of  Robert  Day,  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  who  Died  in 
the  Year  1648”  gives  a  list  of  descendants  bearing  the  Day 
name.  At  first,  I  supposed  that  this  Robert  Day  was  our 
ancestor,  but  after  careful  investigation  of  this  pamphlet,  I 
decided  that  he  was  not.  (This  Robert  Day  was  born  in 
England,  1604). 


Another  Robert  Day  of  Ipswich  came  over  in  1635,  in  the 
good  ship  ‘‘Hopewell,”  with*  Capt.  Bundock,  from  London, 
aged  30;  made  freeman  June  2,  1641,  and  was  living  in  1681. 
He  is  believed  to  have  had  a  daughter  named  Sarah  who 
married  one  David  Fiske.  This  is  all  I  know  of  this  Robert 
Day. 


Nathaniel  Day  settled  in  Ipswich  in  1637,  but  there  is  no 
record  of  him  or  his  family  other  than  the  bare  fact  of  his 
arrival.  (Kimball’s  Eccl.  Sermon). 


Stephen  Day  of  Cambridge,  who  is  considered  by  Thomas, 
in  his  history  of  printing,  as  the  first  printer  in  this  country 
was  brought  over  by  Rev.  Glover,  who  died  on  the  passage,  and 
began  business  inMarch,  1639.  He  had  a  wife  and  family,  no 
doubt,  as  the  death  of  a  Stephen  is  on  the  record,  Dec.  1, 
1639,  and  of  Rebecca,  Oct.  17,  1658,  presumed  to  have  been 
his  son  and  wife.  He  died  December  22,  1668,  aged  58.  In 
Volume  1,  pp.  227-234,  by  Thomas,  is  given  a  catalogue  of  the 
books  supposed  to  be  printed  by  him.  He  was,  perhaps,  un¬ 
thrifty,  for  the  press  passed  into  the  hands  of  Green  twenty 
years  before  Day’s  death,  and  Day  wrought  as  a  journeyman. 
Yet  he  was  engaged  in  the  settlement  of  Lancaster,  in  1643. 
and  had  received  a  grant  of  300  acres  in  1641,  for  his  enter¬ 
prise.  He  had  issue  by  his  wife,  Rebecca  (a  widow  with  one 

son  named  William),  of  Matthew,  Stephen,  and  Moses.

Wentworth  Day,  of  Boston,  was  received  into  the  Church, 
Sept.  12,  1640,  with  prefix  of  respect.  Member  of  the 
Artillery  Company  in  1640.  He  was,  perhaps,  the  surgeon  at 
Cambridge  in  1652  who  saved  a  woman  accused  as  a  witch 
(Hale’s  Witchcraft,  p.  65).  Had  Elizabeth,  baptized  Sept.  26, 
1641,  who  died  eight  days  after  birth,  and  a  son,  Wentworth, 
baptized  August  13,  1643.  His  wife’s  name  is  unknown. 


Ralph  of  Dedham,  made  freeman  in  1645,  died  October  28, 
1677,  naming  in  his  will,  of  September  12th  of  that  year,  his 
wife,  Abigail,  and  children,  John,  Ralph,  and  Mary  (wife  of 
John  I’ayne),  and  Abigail,  also  his  son-in-law  named  John 
Ruggles.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Daniel  /Pond.  But,  his 
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first  wife,  Susan,  by  whom  he  had  four  children*  was  the 
daughter  of  Jonathan  Fairbanks,  who  in  his  will,  1568,  speaks 
of  Susan's  four  children,  and  in  the  records  of  Dedham  are 
found;  Elizabeth,  baptized  July  3,  1648;  Mary,  born  Novem¬ 
ber  9,  1649;  Susan,  born  in  1652;  and  John,  born  April  15, 
1654;  followed  by  Abigail,  daughter  of  Ralph  and  Abigail, 
born  April  6,  1661.  From  him  are  descended  the  Days  in 
Wrentham,  Mass.,  and  also  it  is  supposed  those  in  Attle¬ 
borough,  Mass.,  and  in  Killingly,  Connecticut.  (Note:  I  hope 
to  investigate  this  group  at  a  future  date). 


Matthew  Day,  of  Cambridge,  a  printer,  whose  name  is  found 
in  the  imprint  of  Danforth’s  Almanac  for  1647 ;  was  steward 
of  Harvard  College  in  1645;  freeman  in  1646;  and  died  in  May, 
1649.  It  is  inferred  from  his  will  that  he  had  neither  wife  nor 
child,  because  he  gave  mostof  his  propel ty  to  his  mother,  and 
to  elder  Frost,  four  pounds. 


Anthony  Day  of  Gloucester,  Mass.  Settled  there  in  1645. 
He  and  his  wife,  Susanna,  were  parents  of  nine  child! en; 
their  names  were:  Thomas,  Timothy,  Ezekiel  who  died  young, 
Ezekiel, Nathaniel,  Elizabeth,  Samuel,  and  Joseph.  Anthony 
Day  died  April  23,  1707,  aged  91  years.  His  widow  died 
December  10,  1717,  aged  94  years.  Ezekiel,  son  of  Anthony 
and  Susanna  Day,  married  Mary  Row  in  1690  and  they  were 
the  parents  of  Ezekiel,  Palatian,  Jonathan,  Nathaniel,  Samuel 
and  several  daughters. 


In  1651,  a  Thomas  Day  was  on  record  at  Salem,  Mass.  He 
is  believed  to  have  been  the  father  of  Sarah  and  Thomas.  Of 
these,  Thomas  married  Mary  Laughton  of  Gloucester,  in  1673, 
and  their  children  were  Thomas,  Mary,  and  Joseph. 


Besides  these,  there  were  at  a  later  period:  (1)  John  of 
Boston,  in  1677,  a  merchant,  who  died  that  year.  By  his  will, 
dated  September  4th,  he  gives  all  his  property  to  his  brother, 
Robert,  of  Frome  Woodlands,  near  Warminster  in  Wilts,  close 
to  Somersetshire,  and  describes  himself  of  the  same.  There 
is  nothing  further  on  record  about  this*  Robert  Day.  (2) 
William  of  Boston,  in  1669,  a  mariner. 


From  these  Days  just  listed,  it  is  supposed  that  the  greater 
part  of  those  bearing  the  Day  name  in  the  United  States,  to¬ 
day,  have  descended.  There  are,  however,  some  that  are  des¬ 
cended  from  the  several  early  settlers  in  Virginia  of  the 
name  of  Day.  Some  Day  members,  today,  also  trace  their 
descent  from  George  Day,  of  Newark,  N.  J.,  one  of  the  first 
settlers  of  that  place.  In  recent  years,  many  Days  in  the 
United  States  trace  their  lines  back  to  ancestors  born  in 
Great  Britain  at  later  dates  than  those  given  above. 
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It  is  my  hope  that  some  member,  or  members,  of  our  family 
will  work  back  from  the  data  contained  herein  and  unearth 
even  more  of  our  own  particular  line  of  Day  history.  I  have 
tried  hard  to  get  something  “earlier  than  the  middle  1600’s” 
on  ancestors  of  the  first  Day  listed  in  this  pamphlet,  but  up 
to  the  present  time,  I  have  not  met  with  any  luck.  I  have 
combed  practically  all  of  the  lines  descended  from  the  Days 
heretofore  listed  in  hope  of  getting  something  further  back 
on  our  first  Robert  Day  of  Calvert  County,  Maryland,  whose 
will  was  proved  in  1698.  I  do  not  know  whether  this  first 
Robert  Day  of  Calvert  County  was  the  first  to  come  to 
America  or  whether  his  parents  or  some  of  his  forefathers 
first  settled  in  this  country.  He,  nevertheless,  is  our  first 
KNOWN  ANCESTOR  of  the  Day  line  from  which  we  are 
descended. 


Not  only  have  I  tried  to  get  something  earlier  than  the 
1600’s  on  our  own  Day  line,  but  I  have  attempted  also  to  trace 
down  descendants  of  those  children  listed  as  brothers  of  our 
first  several  Robert  Days  of  Calvert  County,  Maryland.  In  this 
pamphlet,  you  will  observe  that  I  have  “picked  up”  our  own 
ancestors  from  each  list  of  each  generation,  letting  the 
brothers  and  sisters  alone,  from  those  earlier  groups,  since 
we  are  interested  mainly  in  our  own  particular  ancestor  of 
each  generation  of  Day.  Thinking,  however,  that  it  would  be 
interesting  to  locate  members  living  today  who  are  des¬ 
cendants  of  those  early  brothers  of  our  first  Robert  Days  of 
Calvert  County,  Maryland,  I  made  an  extensive,  search  to 
that  effect,  by  writing  to  nearly  every  Clerk  of  Court,  in  each 
County  of  each  State,  in  the  United  States,  asking  for  names 
of  Day  families  residing  therein.  To  the  hundreds  of  names, 
from  each  State,  which  were  sent  to  me,  I  directed  letters  of 
inquiry.  I  received  a  “ton”  of  Day  data  in  reply.  But,  of  all 
the  anwers  received  from  doctors,  lawyers,  farmers,  mer¬ 
chants,  teachers,  and  the  like,  not  one  letter  contained  any 
trace  of  the  descendants  of  our  forefathers’  brothers.  Many  of 
the  letters  received  contained  complete  data  from  the  present 
time  back  into  earliest  times.  In  numerous  replies,  however, 
I  found  that  some  Day  members  of  the  present  time  were  un¬ 
able  to  trace  backwards,  from  themselves,  very  far.  Possibly 
some  of  these  answers  came,  after  all,  in  this  manner,  from 
descendants  of  our  forefathers'  brothers,  with  neither  of  us 
being  able  to  determine  the  fact.  Therefore,  I  have  nothing 
to  give  you  regarding  descendants  of  these  brothers  of  our 
earlier  Robert  Days  of  Calvert  County,  Maryland.  There  must 
be  between  one-hundred-and-two-hundred-thousand  people 
bearing  the  Day  name,  in  the  United  States,  at  the  present 
time.  My  survey  of  Days  over  the  United  States  was  not 
entirely  in  vain,  however,  as  I  gleaned  many  interesting 
things  about  the  name  as  a  whole.  For  instance,  I  found  that 
LONGEVITY  is  an  outstanding  characteristic  among  all 
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branches  of  all  Day  lines,  past  and  present,  with  Day  members 
attaining  such  ages  as  98  and  100  or  more  years,  leading 
active  lives  up  to  the  very  end.  This  is  confirmed  by  scrutiny 
of  both  old  and  recent  records.  I  am  convinced  that  this  men¬ 
tion  of  “old  age  attainment”  is  not  a  one-sided  slant,  and  for 
that  reason  I  am  justified  in  mentioning  it,  else  I  would  not 
take  the  liberty  of  calling  it  to  your  attention.  It  is  cheerful 
to  find  that  long-life,  to  a  certain  extent,  is  considered  heredi¬ 
tary  by  Medical  Authorities.  Therefore,  when  you  reach  your 
80’s  and  90’s,  well  and  happy,  you  may  be  sure  that  you  are 
living  acording  to  the  “usual”  rather  than  the  “exception”  in 
the  Day  line. 


Robert  Joseph  Day  married  (1st)  Mary  Hance  and  (2nd) 
Ann  Hance,  who  were  sisters.  Your  Hance  lineage  is  just  as 
interesting  as  your  Day  history.  I  am  working  on  this  record 
at  the  present  time. 


Odd  names  of  Day  members  observed  in  various  Day  lines: 
Fair  Day  in  our  own  family;  August  Day  in  Oregon;  May 
Day  in  Kansas;  June  Day  in  our  own  family  and  in  other 
lines ;  Amber  Day  in  Indiana ;  Bird  Day  in  Iowa ;  Moth  Day  in 
one  of  the  Dakotas;  Dewey  Day;  Lovina  (love  in  a)  Day; 
Royal  Day;  Mun  Day;  Icy  Day;  Silence  Day;  Thankful  Day; 
Mercy  Day;  Patience  Day;  Faith  Day;  Experience  Day.  • 


In  West  Springfield,  Mass.,  there  is  a  museum  called  The  Old 
Day  House,  which  is  tilled  with  all  kinds  of  relics  pertaining 
to  Day  history,  but  not  especially  to  our  own  line.  The  Court 

of  Arms  displayed  is  the  same*  as  ours  -  In  Oregon, 

there  is  a  John  Day  River  and  several  other  things  bearing 
this  name  in  honor  of  one  John  Day,  from  Virginia,  who  went 
West.  It  seems  that  he  and  another  person  were  lost  from 
the  original  expedition  and  were  stranded  during  the  severe 
winter  months  among  hostile  natives.  They  endured  the 
hardships  and  survived.  He  was  not  of  our  Day  line. 


Here  and  There 

After  the  death  of  the  Day  parents,  the  brothers  sold  the 
property  and  divided  the  proceeds.  A  portion  of  the  land  was 
sold  to  Mr.  Richard  P.  Breeden,  and  this  man's  grandson  still 
owns  this  part  of  the  property. 


Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day  of  Evansville,  Indiana,  last  visited  the 
old  Day  property  in  1878.  Mr.  Ben  Laveille,  who  is  now  in  his 
70’s  and  living  in  Calvert  County,  said  that  he  accompanied 
Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day,  who  remarked  at  the  time  that  he 
thought  it  would  be  his  last  visit  to  the  old  home  place.  Mr. 
Ben  Laveille  was  only  ten  years  old  at  the  time. 
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William  0.  Day,  son  of  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day,  and  Mrs. 
J.  0.  Hodgkin,  daughter  of  Dr.  William  B.  Day,  are  the  last 
two  surviving  children  of  these  brothers.  William  0.  Day  lives 
in  New  Orleans,  La.,  and  Mrs.  J.  0.  Hodgkin  live§  in  Warren- 
ton,  Va. 


Julia  Elder  Gibbens  Breeding,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
R.  T.  Gibbens,  was  valedictorian  at  both  her  high  school  and 
college  graduations.  She  received  her  degree  in  1927,  at  South¬ 
western,  Lafayette,  La. 


During  1933  when  the  motion,  picture,  “Gold-diggers  of 
3938"  was  popular,  it  happened  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  T. 
Gibbens  became  the  grandparents  of  six  little  grand-daugh¬ 
ters  that  year.  Jokingly,  they  call  this  group  of  arrivals  their 
“little  gold-diggers.”  They  are:  Constance  Faith  Kleinpeter, 
born  on  Feb.  10th,  Judith  Ann  Breeding,  born  on  May  8th, 
Frances  Elder  Gibbens,  born  on  June$#th,  Carolyn  Louise 
Richards,  born  on  July  8th,  Gail  Veronica  Gibbens,  born  on 
Sept.  22nd,  and  Nathalie  Lyle  Gibbens,  born  on  Dec.  29th. 


Colonial  Dames 

Descendants  in  this  pamphlet  are  eligible  for  membership 
in  Colonial  Dames  (The  National  Society  of  Colonial  Dames 
and  the  Society  of  Colonial  Dames)  thru  the  Eltonhead  and 
Hance  lines,  acording  to  information  which  I  am  now  arrang¬ 
ing. 


Christ  Church,  Episcopal,  built  in  1772,  at  Fort  Republic, 
Calvert  County,  Maryland,  is  of  interest  to  us.  Here,  Robert 
Day  who  married  Miss  Eltonhead  was  a  Clerk  in  1782.  Also, 
their  son,  Robert  Joseph  Day  who  married  Mary  and  Ann 
Hance,  was  a  Vestryman,  in  1825. 


The  Day  burial  ground,  Lusby  P.  0.,  Calvert  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  located  a  short  distance  off  the  main  road,  is  now  part 
of  the  property  belonging  to  Mr.  John  Bancroft,  Jr.,  of 
Wilmington,  Delaware.  Our  ancestors  of  five  generations 
(five  Robert  Days  in  line)  were  laid  to  rest  in  this  burial  plot. 
It  is  now  a  veritable  tangle  of  weeds  and  undergrowth,  and 
many  of  the  markers  have  yielded  to  time. 


In  Baltimore  Museum  of  Art  there  is  a  room  with  the 
paneling  taken  from  old  Eltonhead  Manor  in  Calvert  County, 
Maryland.  The  following,  pertaining  thereto,  was  taken  from 
a  folder  sold  at  the  Museum  in  Baltimore: 

The  early  settlers  of  the  land  now  comprised  in  the  State  of 
Maryland  were  of  wealthy  English  stock.  As  soon  as  possible 
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their  homes  assumed  the  dignity  and  charm  of  this  father- 
land.  A  proof  of  this  is  the  paneling  of  an  early  18th  century 
room  presented  to  the  Museum  in  1925  by  Mr,  and  Mrs. 
Hamilton  Owens.  A  map  of  Maryland,  dated  1670,  includes 
Eltonhead  Manor  in  Calvert  County.  A  copy  of  this  map  has 
recently  been  given  to  the  Museum  and  hangs  in  the  entry 
leading  to  the  old  room.  A  grant  of  5,000  acres  was  laid  out 
May  24,  1651,  for  Edward  Eltonhead — the  room  was  re-erect¬ 
ed  in  the  present  temporary  Museum  and  special  provision 
will  be  made  in  the  new  building  for  the  display  of  this  and 
similar  Colonial  rooms. 


William  Eltonhead  of  England  came  over  to  America  in 
the  good  ship  Golden  Fortune  in  1600’s.  He  was  a  special 
agent  for  Lord  Baltimore  in  Maryland.  It  is  said  that  Edward 
Eltonhead,  an  uncle,  came  over  with  William  Eltonhead,  thus 
the  family  became  established  in  America. 


From  records  I  have  seen,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  initial 
“P.”  in  the  name  of  Celestine  P.  Rentrop  (“Kitty”  Rentrop), 
third  wife  of  Dr.  Richard  Hance  Day,  stands  for  “Pamie.” 
Is  this  guess  correct? 


Our  Grandfather,  Joseph  Forrest  Gibbens,  husband  of 
Sarah  Rebecker  Day  Gibbens,  had  a  brother  named  James 
Harvey  Gibbens  who  married  Miss  Virginia  Cage.  Twins  were 
born  to  this  union.  One  of  the  twins  died  in  childhood.  The 
other  twin,  James  Harvey  Gibbens,  Jr.,  grew  to  manhood  and 
died  without  issue,  tho  he  was  married.  His  wife  returned  to 
her  native  State  following  his  death.  James  Harvey  Gibbens, 
Jr.,  and  his  mother,  Virginia  Cage  Gibbens,  were  buried  in 
Magnolia  Cemetery,  in  Baton  Rouge,  and  their  graves  are  to 
be  seen,  today,  on  the  same  lot  with  those  of  Joseph  Forrest 
Gibbens  and  Sarah  Rebecker  Day  Gibbens.  James  Harvey 
Gibbens,  Sr.,  and  the  twin  who  died  in  childhood  were  buried 
in  a  private  burial  plot,,  near  Scotland,  La.  In  later  years, 
when  the  railroad  was  built  thru  this  section,  it  passed  right 
thru  this  burial  site,  and  these  two  graves  are  to  be  noted, 

today,  “alongside”  the  railroad  track.  _ _ -

Eltonhead  Manor 

In  Calvert  County,  Maryland,  stands-  the  old  Eltonhead 
Manor,  which  burned  and  was  rebuilt  of  brick,  some  hundred 
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and  twenty-five  years  ago.  This  present  brick  Manor  House 
is  two  and  one-half  stories  high,  constructed/  on  a  more  or 
less  square  plan,  and  has  a  cellar  and  sub-cellar.  It  is  practi¬ 
cally  hidden  by  long  grown-up  pines  that  surround  it  like  a 
forest.  Near  this  Manor  House  is  the  old  Hunting  Lodge, 
which  is  also  wierdly  obstructed  from  view.  The  Hunting 
Lodge  consists  of  one  main  room,  about  15  or  20  feet  in  size, 
with  a  twisted  stairway  rising  from  one  corner  and  leading  to 
the  room  above.  This  one  main  room  adjoins  a  kitchen  and 
pantry.  The  panelling  from  the  main  room  was  torn  away 
some  years  ago  and  placed  in  the  basement  of  the  Baltimore 
Museum  of  Art  in  a  display-room.  It  is  represented  as  being 
from  the  Manor  House,  but  I  am  given  to  understand  by 
Eltonhead  descendants  that  this  panelling  came  from  the 
Hunting  Lodge. 

The  Manor  was  patented  to  Edward  Eltonhead,  barrister 
of  London,  in  1649  and  again  in  1651.  Later,  it  was  sold  to 
other  families. 


Eltonhead  History 

The  English  county  of  Lancaster,  from  which  comes  the 
name  of  the  Eltonhead  family,  lies  in  northwestern  England, 
fronting  on  the  Irish  Sea.  It  is  now  the  chief  seat  of  the  cot¬ 
ton  manufactures  of  England  and  is  one  of  its  busiest  and 
most  populous  counties.  The  county  seat,  Lancaster,  is  a 
town  of  about  45,000  inhabitants,  and  here  is  found  a  castle 
built  by  John  the  Gaunt,  the  father  of  Henry  IV  and  patron 
of  Chaucer. 

The  claim  of  Henry,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  to  the  English 
throne  was  accepted  by  Parliament  in  1399,  after  Richard  II 
was  deposed  for  mis-government ;  and,  as  Henry  IV  (1399- 
1413)  he  became  the  first  of  the  Lancastrian  dynasty.  His 
hero  son,  King  Henry  V,  and  the  latter’s  son,  Henry  VI,  are 
the  only  other  members  of  the  family  who  wore  the  crown. 
(See  the  War  of  the  Roses  in  some  history  book.  The  red 
rose  was  the  emblem  of  the  House  of  Lancaster;  the  white 
rose  was  the  emblem  of  the  House  of  York.  These  were  united 
in  an  emblem  in  later  years,  by  marriage,  which  resulted  in 
the  rose  of  the  Tudor  line). 

The  Eltonhead  family  comes  down  in  line  from  the  House 
of  Lancaster,  that  being  the  ancestral  family  of  those  Day 
descendants  listed  in  this  pamphlet,  thru  Miss  Eltonhead  who 
married  Robert  Day  (our  fourth  generation  of  Day  in  Calvert 
County,  Maryland).  King  Henry  IV,  King  Henry  V,  and  King 
Henry  VI  were  of  the  House  of  Lancaster,  therefore  the  name 
of  this  historically  noted  Eltonhead  family  is  closely  con¬ 
nected  with  the  crown  of  England  from  this  period.  (Read 
the  history  of  Eltonhead  in  detail  in  some  library).  Variations 
of  the  name  of  Eltonhead*  since  earliest  times,  are  Elt, 
Norreys,  Norris,  etc.  The  history  of  one  is  practically  the 
history  of  the  others,  all  having  come  from  Lords  of  Manor 
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of  Eltonhead.  in  England. 

The  Eltonhead  family  were  people  of  great  tragedy.  History 
tells  us  that  Sir  Henry  Norris  was  unjustly  accused  and  be¬ 
headed  by  King  Henry  VIII.  The  good  man  of  Elt,  as  Sir 
William  Norris  was  called,  lost  his  head  by  opposing  the 
Crown  in  steadfast  interest  of  his  tenants  of  the  Manorial 
estates  of  Elt;  the  estates  were  assigned  his  heir  andj  the 
name  was  changed  to  Eltonhead.  The  murder  of  William 
Eltonhead  of  Calvert  County,  Maryland,  with  the  uprising  of 
the  Puritans  at  Annapolis,  and  in  connection  with  the  Battle 
of  the  Severn,  continued  the  ill  fate. 


One  of  the  Eltonhead  descendants,  now  living  near  St. 
Louis,  Missouri,  wrote  me  that  her  son  inherited  the  baby¬ 
ring  worn  by  King  Henry  V.  This  ring  has  been  handed  down 
in  her  family  for  generations. 


Margaret  Day,  Daughter  of  Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day  and 

Martha  Cooke  Day 

Rev.  John  Stephen  was  born  in  Edinborough.  He 
came  to  St.  Mary’s  Maryland,  as  an  Episcopal  minister, 
and  married  Lizzie  Attaway  Reeder,  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Susanna  Reeder  of  St.  Mary’s.  Their  son  was*  Judge 
John  Stephen,  who  was  born  in  1780  and  died  in  1844 
at  Annapolis,  and  married  Miss  Julianna  Jennings  'Brice  of 
Annapolis,  Md.,  by  whom  he  had  the  following  children: 
EJmund  Stephen,  Charles  Stephen,  Virginia  Stephen,  who 
became  Mrs.  Balches,  Meredith  Stephen,  James  Stephen,  John 
Stephen,  Thomas  Stephen,  Washington  Stephen,  and  Nicholas 
Carroll  Stephen  who  married  Miss  Margaret  Rebecca  Day 
(called  “Gretta”),  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day  and 
Martha  Cooke  Day,  of  Bladensburg,  Md.  Margaret  Rebecca 
Day  Stephen’s  issue  were:  (1)  Julianna  Jennings  Brice 
Stephen  who  married  Jules  Antoine  Dieudonne  (and  their 
children  were  Erasmus  LaMotte  Dieudonne  who  married  Miss 
Emilani  Simmons,  Amelia  Day  Dieudonne,  Jules  Lewis 
Dieudonne  and  Margaret  Adella  Dieudonne  who  married  Mr. 
Oettel  and  had  three  children  named  Paul  Nicholas  Oettel, 
Margaret  Claire  Oettel,  and  Stephen  Jennings  Oettel).  (2) 
John  Stephen  who  married  and  had*  two  daughters  whose 
name  I  do  not  know.  (3)  Benjamin  Day  Stephen  who  married 
Miss  Sues  and  had  two  children:  Charlotte  M.  Stephen  and 
Frank  M.  Stephen. 


Jules  Antoine  Dieudonne  was  a  member  of  the  Marine 
Band.  He  played  the  bassoon,  piccolo,  clarionet,  flute,  and 
other  wind-instruments.  “The  Flute  Player,”  a  painting  in 
the  Corcoran  Gallery  of  Art,  is  a  portrait  of  Jules  Antoine 
Dieudonne  as  he  posed  for  the  picture.  He  died  in  1914. 
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Jules  Antoine  Dieudonne  was  known  also  for  his  paintings. 
His  painting  “Begging  Friar”  was  praised  as  being  outstand¬ 
ing.  His  “Snow  Scene  in  Bladensburg,”  once  in  the  Corcoran 
Gallery  of  Art,  went  to  his  son,  Erasmus  LaMotte  Dieudonne, 
of  Cottage  City,  Maryland. 


In  Annapolis,  Maryland,  there  is  the  old  Brice  bouse, 
corner  East  and  Prince  George  Streets.  It  was  built  about 
1770  and  is  now  the  property  of  St.  John’s  College.  There  is 
the  Jennings  house,  at  195  Prince  George  Street,  built  about 
1740,  which  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  homci  of  Thomas 
Jennings,  whose  daughter  married  Colonel  John  Brice  of  the 
Brice  house.  Juliana  Jennings  Brice  of  this  marriage  be¬ 
came  the  wife  of  Judge  John  Stephen.  One  of  their  children, 
Nicholas  Carroll  Stephen,  married  Margaret  Rebecca  Day 
(“Gretta”),  daughter  of  Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day  and  Martha 
Cooke  Day,  of  Bladensburg,  Maryland. 

Margaret  Rebecca  Day  Stephen  and  her  husband,  Nicholas 
Carroll  Stephen,  lived  in  the  old  Stephen  home  (which  had 
been  purchased  by  Judge  John  Stephen)  in  Bladensburg, 
Maryland.  This  home  is  still  known  by  its  name,  “Bostwick,” 
in  Bladensburg.  It  has  passed  to  other  hands. 


Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day,  of  Bladensburg,  Maryland,  and  the 
four  Day  nephews  of  his  who  “interned”  under  him  were  im¬ 
bued  with  the  idea  of  educating  the  public  along  medical  lines 
to  encourage  sanitation-laws  as  safeguards  of  health.  All  were 
progressive,  wide  av-vke,  intelligent  Doctors,  whose  writings 
were  widely  read  and  respected.  One  has  only  to  read  a  few 
of  these  writings  to  discover  that  the  Day  Doctors  were 
scientific  and  conscientious  followers  of  their  profession  and 
not  mere  “pill  peddlers”  as  was  so  often  the  case  in  those 
times.

The  following  will  be  a  “guide”  for  those  who  fill  in  papers 
to  be  submitted  for  membership  in  National  Society,  Daugh¬ 
ters  of  the  American  Revolution.  Descendants  of  the  Day 
family,  listed  in  this  pamphlet,  are  eligible  for  membership 
on  the  record  of  Robert  Day,  our  ancestor,  who  enlisted  in 
militia  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  and  was  returned 
to  the  council  of  safety,  on  July  10,  1776,  and  whose  height 
was  given  as  5  ft.,  10  in.  An  account  of  his  service  in  the 
American  Revolution  is  to  be  found  in  Volume  18,  page  39, 
of  the  Archives  of  Maryland.  The  following  form  will  help  in 
filling  in  your  papers:

Hance  Day,  born  on.  June  9,  1813,  at  Calvert  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  died  at  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  on  Dec.  4,  1892,  married  (1) 
on  Nov.  8,  1832,  to  Miss  Elizabeth  Miller,  horn  about  1815, 
at  Maryland,  died  at  St.  Mary’s  Parish,  Louisiana,  on  Dec.  2, 
1848. 

The  said  Richard  Hance  Day  was  the  child  of  Robert  Joseph 
Day,  born  on  June  11,  1790,  at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  died  at 
Calvert  County,  Md.,  on  June  11,  1830,  married  (1)  on  April 
26,  1808,  to  Miss  Mary  Hance,  born  on  Dec.  27,  1786,  at 
Calvert  Count,  Md.,  died  at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  on  Decem¬ 
ber  12,  1822. 

The  said  Robert  Joseph  Day  was  the  child  of  Robert  Day, 
bom  about  1745,  at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  died  at  Calvert 

County,  Md.,  after  1793,  married  prior  1790,  to  Miss - 

Eltonhead  (given  name  unknown),  who  was  born  on  ?,  at 
Calvert  County,  Md.,  died  at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  after  1793. 

The  said  Robert  Day  was  the  child  of  Robert  Day,  born 
about  1703,  at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  died  at  Calvert  County, 
Md.,  on  ?,  married  on  ?,  to  Miss  Rachel  Sedgwick,  bom  on  V 
at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  died  at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  on  ?. 

The  said  Robert  Day  was  the  child  of  Robert  Day,  born 
about  1679,  at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  died  at  Calvert  County, 

Md.,  on  April,  1721,  married  on  ?,  to  Sarah - (family 

name  unknown),  born  on  ?,  at  ?,  died  at  Calvert  County, 
Md.,  after  1721. 

The  said  Robert  Day  was  the  phild  of  Robert  Day,  born 
about  1630  or  earlier,  at  ?,  died  at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  on 
March,  1698,  married  on  ?,  to  Miss  Eliza  Simmons,  bora  on 
?,  at  ?,  died  at  Calvert  County,  Md.,  after  1698. 


Our  American  Revolutionary  ancestor  was  married  to  Miss 
- Eltonhead  (given  name  unknown)  prior  1790. 


Our  American  Revolutionary  ancestor  was  the  father  of 
the  following  children:  Robert  Joseph  Day,  bom  on  June  11, 
1790,  married  Miss  Mary  Hance  and  Miss  Ann  Hance,  who 
were  sisters.  Nancy  Day,  born  on  August  23,  1793,  married 
Mr.  William  Dawkins.  Dr.  Benjamin  J.  Day,  born  17??, 
married  Miss  Martha  Cooke  of  Howard  County,  Md.
